Former coach embarks on 
last minute spying mission

jormer Australian World 
Fe coach Eddie 

Thomson is ready to 
race to the Australian 
Olympic team’s hour of need, 
starting today (Tuesday), with 
a secret flying mission to 
Korea. 

Raul Blanco, Australia’s 
Olympic coach, whilst battling 
to prepare a strong and decent 
team for the coming Games 
starting in two weeks, has over 
the past 12 days beer bombard- 
ed by a staccato of serious set- 
backs. 

Blanco was first hit and 
shocked when a string of his 
players suddenly made them- 
selves unavailable for Olympic 
selection, preferring to abandon 
the Olympic training camp and 
chase new careers with 
European clubs. 

Last week, top-line striker 
Harry Kewell suddenly pulled 
out of the Australian Olympic 
team with damaged tendons to 
his Achilles’ heel. 

No sooner had the Kewell 
smoke started to clear, Blanco’s 
ace midfield general Paul Okon. 
dropped out of the Australian 
squad with a broken bone in his 
foot whilst playing for 
Middlesbrough against Leeds 
United early last Sunday morn- 
ing (a.€.s.t.). 

Still reeling from all the 
recent ‘hits’ to his squad, Blanco 
last night received the only good 
news he’s had for a very long 
time. 

Knowing that Australia’s sec- 
ond Olympic opponent Nigeria 
was playing a friendly match 
today (Tuesday) against Korea, 


Blanco phoned his close friend 
and former Australian Olympic 
Games and World Cup coach 
Eddie Thomson, in Japan on 
Sunday night, for some assis- 
tance from that game. 

From Melbourne, Blanco 
stated to ABSW last night: “I 
phoned Eddie for a favour to see 
if he could possibly get hold of a 
tape from the Korea ys Nigeria

In his summary, auditor Natale Rugari cast doubts on 
the club’s long-term viabilty, considering that president 
Bob D’Ottavi’s company, Best Bricks and Pavers, had 
guaranteed an overdraft limit of $310,000. 

The auditor reported that coach Zoran Matic is owed 
$45,000 for the 1999-2000 NSL season. 

The auditor also highlighted perceived deficiencies 
in the club’s internal control systems in organisation, 
accounting, property, purchase and payments, stocks 
and cash receipts. 


Zoran Matic: The final say. 
“The report claimed that the management lacked 


strategic direction, including appropriately documented- 


policies, plans and forecasts, such as forward budgets 
and cash flow projections. 

However, D’Ottavi presented a brave front on his 
retum from Italy, issuing confident predictions that the 
financial position of his club was about to change for 
the better, 

“We will recover the money we lost last year. “It’s 
not the first time we’ve lost that amount of money.” 

City’s money woes have been compounded by the 
loss of star players, Alex Tobin, Damian Mori and 
Angelo Costanzo and lesser fights, but good perform- 
ers, Dong Ki Kim (Eastern Pride) and Michael 
Cartwright (Auckland Kingz).

Both teams won their Leagues as well as their Grand Finals 
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In just over a fortnight, Melbourne will 
become one of a few elite cities in the world 
to have staged an Olympic event twice. In 
1956, it was the host city. This time it will 
host the world game. Victorian editor Bert 
van Bedaf interviewed VSF chief executive 
Geoff Miles, who is also the Competition 
Manager Football of the Olympic Games in 
Melbourne. 


ictorian Soccer Federation chief 

executive Geoff Miles looks like he’s 

played three football matches in a 
row and the virus testing his immune sys- 
tem isn’t helping either. 

The usually resilient administrator was 
absent from the VSF’s recent Gold Medal 
night. Miles missing in action is so rare, the 
crowd felt it like there'd been a death in the 
family. VSF Chairman Manny Galanos read 
Miles speech and then introduced himself as 
the next speaker from Miles paper, adding a 
welcome humorous note to the dour proceed- 
ings. 

The fact was the VSF executive was at 
home in bed;-ill and exhausted after buming 
too many candles for too long at too many 
ends. The Olympics had caught up with him 
before they'd begun and sitting across the 
table of a South Melbourne café, he’s manful- 
ly coping under the flu-ridden strain. 

As Competition Manager Football of the 
Olympic Games in Melbourne (official title), 
Miles has been immersed in organising the 
Melbourne matches of the Olympic football 
tournament for nearly two years while work- 
ing with SOCOG and looking after VSF mat- 
ters, 

Tt has been an exciting but also a hectic and 
draining period in the life of Victoria’s top 
soccer/football administrator. He has been 
training and overseeing a team of 130 volun- 
teers, including 10 members of his VSF staff, 
who will be involved in ensuring the smooth 
Tunning of a dozen matches at the MCG. 

He is particularly pleased with the high 
representation of Victorian players in the 
Australian Olympic squad. 

“We're thrilled to see so many of our own 
boys at their home base and it would be great 
to see them representing their country in front 
of their home crowd at the MCG on opening 
night against Italy,” Miles said. 

Victoria’s array of local talent is impres- 
sive, comprising ten players who have come 
through Victorian development programs 
and/or have played for Melbourne clubs. 

They are Con Blatsis (formerly South 
Melbourne now with Derby County in 
England), Marco Bresciano (Bolleen/Carlton, 
now with Empoli, Italy), Simon Colosimo 
(Carlton, expected to sign for an overseas club 
after the Olympics), Michael Curcija (South 
Melbourne/Perth/Partizan Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia), Joe Didulica (Geelong/- 
Melbourne Knights/Ajax Amsterdam, 
Holland), Vinee Grella (Carlton/Ternana, 
Italy), Mark Viduka = (Melbourne 
Knights/Dinamo Zagreb/Celtic Glasgow, 
Scotland/Leeds, England), Jason Culina 
(Sydney Olympic/Ajax), Archie Thompson 
(Carlton) and on standby Dragi Nastevski 
(Knights), 

“We are proud of their achievements, 
which is a credit to their hard work and dedi- 
cation. The strong Victorian representation is 
also indicative of the strength of the sport in 
Victoria, which has been highlighted by the 
huge growth in junior participation in recent 
years,” Miles said. 

“The sport is booming at the grassroots in 
Victoria, We have about 50,000 students play- 
ing soccer in the state. Also, for the first time 
there are more primary school soccer teams 
than Aussie Rules teams in Melbourne. 

The Olympic football games will stimulate 
that growth even further. 

“This is a fantastic opportunity for 
Victorians to be exposed to the world game 
and to experience the passion of football and

the skills of some of the world’s best players, 
at the MCG. 

“It’s a great chance for youngsters (boys 
and girls) to see the world’s best and to 
aspire to take up the game,” he said. 

The immediate attention is focused on the 
opening night on Wednesday, September 13, 
when the women’s match between Sweden 
and Brazil kicks off at Spm, followed by an 
opening ceremony and the big event between 
Australia and Italy at 8pm, 

A crowd of 80,000-plus is expected at the 
‘G’, reliving shades of the Socceroos match 
against [ran three years ago. 

There will be an army of 3500 stewards at 
the stadium, assisting patrons, officials and a 
large international media contingent in their 
needs. Add to that a massive police presence, 
focal officials and staff from outside 
Melbourne and total support will extend to 
about 5000. 

This is by far the biggest event Miles has 
helped organise. He said it’s the highlight so 
far of what has been already an impressive 
career as a sportsman and administrator, 

“This is the biggest event I’ye worked on. 
‘The scale of the operation, the number of 
matches and the length of the training period 
make it a huge event,” he said. 

Miles represented Victoria in Sheffield 
Shield cricket during the early 1980s, ran his 
own sports promotion business and was ten- 
nis manager at the Melbourne Park Tennis 


Centre before taking up the VSF position in 
1996. 

Melbourne's enjoyed quite a bit of experi- 
ence in recent times in staging big soccer 
matches. There were the Socceroos matches 
at the MCG against Iran in 1997, against 
Manchester United and Brazil in July and 
November last year, and against Paraguay at 
Olympic Park last June, as well as the 
women’s Federations Cup at South 
Melbourne’s Bob Jane stadium last January. 

But hosting 12 matches of the Olympics 
football tournament over three weeks is by 
far the biggest challenge and event. 

By the time the Melbourne component of 
the toumament finishes an anticipated 
400,000 spectators will have been to the 
Olympic matches at the MCG. In magnitude, 
the games surpass any AFL grand final or 
cricket test, Miles said, and he’s had to con- 
sider all eventualities. 

“Our role (130 team) is to co-ordinate all 
match nights at the MCG, We are responsible 
for the conduct of the matches and oversee- 
ing the match statistics, results, and the dis- 
tribution inside the stadium, to the world 
media and official website, as well as co- 
ordinating the video boards, stadium 
announcements and assisting with the organ- 
ising of on-site entertainment,” Miles said. 

Miles's team will also look after the 
arrangements of the various national teams 
and officials at Melbourne’s training sites at

Olympic Park, South Melboume, Altona 
Magic’s Paisley Park, Port Melboume’s 
Anderson Reserve, Bulleen’s Veneto ground 
and Epping stadium in Whittlesea. 

The group will he operational from 
September 2, when the U23 intemational 
teams are expected to arrive. It will conclude 
its duties the day after the men’s semi-final 
on Thursday night, September 26. 

“We'll have at least 14 teams, seven meh 
and seven women’s teams, playing in 
Melbourne. And there could well be addi- 
tional teams, such as Brazil, if it is playing in 
the semi-final. There may be periods when 
there are up to eight teams in town during the 
quarter and semi-finals,” Miles said. 

“One of our other big challenges is that 
five of our match nights feature double head- 
ers (women’s and men’s matches). There 
will be twice the amount of activities, which 
will put tight time frames on our duties,” he 
said. 


There’s also the prospect of having 
Australia retum to Melboume for a quarter- 
final, on Saturday, September 23, and hope- 
fully staying for the semi-final three days 
Tater. 

Australia has drawn a particularly strong 
group, consisting of U23 European champi- 
on and gold medal favourite Italy, Olympic 
champion Nigeria and Central American 
champion Honduras, 

Should Australia finish top of its group, it 


will stay in Sydney and its opening appear- 
ance would be the only one at the MCG. If 
Australia finishes second in the group, it will 
return to Melbourne for its finals prospects, 

‘The bronze medal play-off will be held at 
the Sydney Football stadium on September 
29 and the gold medal play-off at the Sydney 
Olympic stadium on September 30. 

“This will be exciting times for 
Melbourne. We've never had so many inter- 
national teams at once in town. This is a fan- 
tastic tournament to have in Melbourne. But 
the icing on the cake would be for Australia 
to do well in front of capacity crowds at the 
MCG,” Miles said.

Geelong firms 
for Olympic 
practice match

elbourne’s southern satellite 
Me of Geelong is making a 

strong bid to stage at least one 
of two Olympic warm-up matches for the 
Australian team. 

The Olyroos, which officially must be 
referred to as the Australian men’s under-23 
team, are scheduled to play warm-up 
matches against Kuwait on September 5 
and against South Africa two days later at 


venues yet to be decided. A decision is 


expected soon and Geelong is in the run- 
ning. 

Olympic coach Raul Blanco gave quali- 
fied approval to the idea, instigated by the 
Geelong Major Events organisation and 
local soccer club Geelong Rangers presi-

dent Paul Millar, who is also Victoria’s 
AAP sports editor in Melbourne. 

Millar said he believed it was “an ideal 
opportunity to bring the Olympic side to 
Geelong”, because of the restrictions placed 
upon such matches by SOCOG, Sydney’s 
Olympic organising committee. 

There can be no charge for the practice 
games under FIFA rules, therefore “it will 
be a free-for-all,” Millar said. 

Tf one of the matches goes to Geelong, or 
perhaps both, they will be staged at 
Kardinia Park, known as the Shell stadium 
and home of the Geelong Aussie rules foot- 
ball club. The stadium was the venue of an 
NSL Melbourne Knights match a few years 
ago. 

Geelong’s connection with the Olympic 
team goes back to Steve Horvat (ex- 
Melbourne Knights and now with Carlton), 
who was part of the Olyroos at Adanta four 
years ago.

STATE AGAINST STATE 


NSW and Queensland set to go head to head 


By Glenn Davis 


he long overdue return of 

| interstate football 

between Queensland and 

New South Wales at Perry Park 

on Sunday has again ignited 

calls for a full-blown Sheffield 

Shield type State of origin com- 

petition between the major 
States. 

It’s been several years since the 
mighty New South Wales played 
Queensland, but it seems these two 
States are the only ones interested 
in representative football for State 
league players. 

A Sheffield Shield type compe- 
fition was first mooted several 
years ago, but it's now got the 
backing of Queensland coach 
Miron Bleiberg. 

Bleiberg said the State Of 
Origin concept was hugely suc- 
cessful in rugby league and had the 
potential to be a major success in 
soccer if all States participated, not 
just.a few. 

Bleiberg and many others in 
Queensland believe the interstate 
competition could dovetail per- 
fectly into the summer national 
Jeague but it would need the bless- 
ing of NSL clubs. 

“There's two ways it could be 
played,” Bleiberg said 

“The first is it could be played 
between the States to reward State 
Jeague players at the end of the 
season or second, it could be 
played with national league play- 
ers during the national league sca- 
son under a State Of Origin con- 
cept. 

“The national league may need 
to have a week off but it, would 
work well.” 

The highly astute Bleiberg had

extensive experience in the nation- 
al league coaching Heidleberg 
United and Melbourne Croatia 
before he moved to Brisbane 
where fe was in charge of 
Brisbane United for two years. 

He then coached in the local 
premier league for several seasons 
winning three Grand Finals in 
Brishane, two with Lrons and one 
with North Star. 

Meanwhile Bleiberg, whose 
Queensland side will play a tnal 
against Brisbane Strikers at Perry 
Park on Wednesday night, is con- 
fronted with a dilemma choosing 
his final Queensland line-up for 
Sunday’s clash with New South 
Wales. 

Bleiberg named players from

every premier league side in his 
original 30-man Queensland squad 
and was subsequently criticised by 
Brisbane lions coach John Ogden 
for “cheapening” the Maroon jer- 
sey. 
Bleiberg, who claimed Ogden's 


remarks were out or order, has 
reduced his squad to 22 players but 
won't be able to name his final 
starting line-up until the moming 
of the State game due to the “unof- 
ficial” semi-final matches being 
played on Saturday night. 

“Unfortunately I’ve got players 
in this so-called unofficial semi- 
final series the night before and I'll 
probably have to choose players 
not involved,” he said. 

“The side I pick probably won’t 
be the strongest but it will be the 
fittest and toughest.” 

Bleiberg dismissed Ogden’s 
criticism of his selections as well 
as his criticism of officials for 
choosing an open age State team to 
play the Australian Olympic team 
in warm-up matches. 

Ogden said a golden opportuni- 
ty had been missed to match up a 
State Under 23 side, against the 
Olyroos and claimed there was no- 
one in soccer with any foresight. 

However, Bleiberg said his 
intentions in selecting players 
from every club in his original 30- 
Man squad was a marketing tactic 
aimed to get all clubs interested in 
the exhibition State-game, 

“[ never said they'd be an even 
spread of players from all clubs in 
the final team I select,” he said.

OEY WATSON, former Australian World Cup right winger extraordinaire, having 

recently been tragically struck down by a very serious illness, has over the past 

almost three weeks ignited an unbelievable chain-reaction from his countless 
ends and the general Soccer community, 

Today, the former magnificent little Hakoah then Sydney City right winger, is lying in hos- 
pital, literally fighting his greatest battle, that for his life. 

Unquestionably the very best crosser of the ball that Australia has seen, Joey Watson, a for- 
mer apprentice with Nottingham Forest, migrated to Australia in the early 70s from his native 
Scotland, 

The creator of hundreds of goals yielded from his lethal crosses that exploded from his size 
five right boot over the years for both Hakoah and Sydney City, as well as for Australia, 
brought immense joy to thousands of Soccer fans. 

Now Joey Watson is in a real fight, but he’s not been left to fight alone. 

Three weeks ago Watson underwent surgery that lasted over 22 hours, the very first type of 
operation ever performed in Australia, 

The medical and hospital bills rapidly rocketted into the many tens of thousands of dollars. 

Funds were now most urgently needed. 

Led by two of Joey’s former team-mates at Sydney City, international sweeper Alex 
Robertson and international goalkeeper Tony Pezzano, rapidly rolled up their sleeves and put 
their shoulders to the wheel to quickly set up a devoted steering committee, organising fund- 
taising functions across Sydney. 

Five in all that is. . 

The final Watson Fundraising Day has been scheduled for Sunday September the 10th. 

Alex Robertson stated last night to ABSW: “We have planned this whole day as a ‘Family 
Day’, 

“There will be four Soccer matches played, there will be jumping castles for the kids, Bar 
b Qs - a total family fun day as Joe would want it.” 

Robertson went on to elaborate: 

“At noon the first match will kick off between Scotland against Australia.

NSW and Queensland set to go head to head 


By Glenn Davis 


lhe long overdue return of 
Tones football 

between Queensland and 
New South Wales at Perry Park 
on Sunday has again ignited 
calls for a full-blown Sheffield 
Shield type State of origin com- 
petition between the major 
States. 

It’s been several years since the 
mighty New South Wales played 
Queensland, but it seems these two. 
States are the only ones interested 
in representative football for State 
league players. 

A Sheffield Shield type compe- 
tition was first mooted several 
years ago, but it’s now got the 
backing of Queensiand coach 
Miron Bleiberg. 

Bleiberg said the State Of 
Origin concept was hugely suc- 
cessful in rugby league and had the 
potential to be a major success in 
soccer if all States participated, not 
just a few. 

Bleiberg and many others in 
Queensland believe the. interstate 
competition could dovetail per- 
fectly into the summer national 
league but it would need the bless- 
ing of NSL clubs. 

“There's two ways it could be 
played,” Bleiberg said, 

“The first is it could be played 
between the States to reward State 
league players at the end of the 
season or second, it could be 
played with national league play- 
ers during the national league sea- 
son under a State Of Origin con- 
cept. 

“The national league may need 
to have a week off but it would 
work well.” 

The highly astute Bleiberg had

extensive experience in the nation- 
al league coaching Heidleberg 
United and Melbourne Croatia 
before he moved to Brisbane 
where he was, in charge of 
Brisbane United for two years. 

He then coached in the local 
premier league for several seasons 
winning three Grand Finals in 
Brisbane, two with Lions and one 
with North Star, 

Meanwhile Bleiberg, whose 
Queensland side will play a trial 
against Brisbane Strikers at Perry 
Park on Wednesday night, is con- 
fronted with a dilemma choosing 
his final Queensland line-up for 
Sunday’s clash with New South 
Wales. 

Bleiberg named players from 


every premier league side in his 
original 30-man Queensland squad 
and was subsequently criticised by 


Brisbane Lions coach John Ogden . 


for “cheapening” the Maroon jer- 
sey. 
Bleiberg, who claimed Ogden’s. 


remarks were out or order, has 
reduced his squad to 22 players but 
won't be able to name his final 
starting line-up until the moming 
of the State game due to the “unof- 
ficial” semi-final matches being 
played on Saturday night. 

“Unfortunately I’ve got players 
in this so-called unofficial semi- 
final series the night before and I'll 
probably have to choose players 
not involved,” he said. 

“The side I pick probably won’t 
be the strongest but it will be the 
fittest and toughest.” 

Bleiberg dismissed Ogden’s 
criticism of his selections as well 
as his criticism of officials for 
choosing an open age State team to 
play the Australian Olympic team 
in warm-up matches. 

Ogden said a golden opportuni- 
ty had been missed to match up a 
State Under 23 side, against the 
Olyroos and claimed there was no- 
one in soccer with any foresight. 

However, Bleiberg said his 
intentions in selecting players 
from every club in his original 30- 
man squad was a marketing tactic 
aimed to get all clubs interested in 
the exhibition State-game. 

“T never said they'd be an even 
spread of players from all clubs in 
the final team I select,” he said. 

“My aim is to help all players 
and as far as the Under-23 age

“Td like nothing better than to 
see some of these players go on 
and perhaps play with the Brisbane 
Strikers because they were given 
the opportunity to play for their 
State,” he said. 

Bleiberg believed the inter-State 
clash would be a professional bat- 
tle to see which State league - 
Brisbane or Sydney - was the 
strongest. 

“From a players point of view it 
is very important because coaches 
from the national league clubs 
looking for players this season will 
know which league is the 


stronger.”

autobiographies are a 
dime a dozen, 

That being the case, 
David Ginola’s exit from 
White Hart Lane came in 
pretty handy for the purpos- 
es of his autobiography due 
next month, snazzily entitled 
David  Ginola: The 
Autobiography (you can tell 
the guy’s a creative genius). 

Judging by the advance 
extracts, the book is an okay 
read if you've nothing else 
to do.

Ginola’s dislike for 
England striker Alan 
Shearer and Tottenham 
Hotspur manager George 
Graham are also evident in 
excerpts from the flamboy- 
ant Aston Villa winger’s 
autobiography _ serialised 
last week in the Daily Mail. 

The comments by 
England’s 1999 Player of 
the Year are sure to cause 
controversy in the Premier 
League where Ginola has 
mesmerised fans — and dri- 
ven his coaches to distrac- 
tion — since signing for 
Newcastle from Paris St 
Germain in 1995. 

The target of Ginola’s 
yenom was Graham, whom 
he blamed for forcing his 
departure from Tottenham 
this summer. 

“Sometimes it was like 
George Graham was put on 
this earth to give me a hard 
time. “He would single me 
out and criticise something 


in my game, so that T lost 
the respect of my team 
mates, 

“Tottenham Hotspur 
Football club was my entire 
life and what -George 
Graham was doing to me 
‘was tearing me apart. 


the fans..he wanted to be 
the tough guy,” said Ginola. 

The spotlight fell on

So, as ever 
with these autobiographies, 
the most interesting part is 
what the author reveals of 
himself without appearing to 
notice. 

Ginola was indisputably, 
as he repeatedly states, ‘the 
player whom the Spurs fans 
liked the most’. But his 
unembarrassed proclama- 
tions of his own ‘person- 
ality, image and popularity’ 
suggest not so much plain 
truth as - whisper it - relent- 
less vanity. 

Who would have thought 
it? ‘I am Latin and very 
macho,’ drones Ginola, who 
is actually Gallic. 

‘I don’t like dominant 
women. Nor, when I am out 
with other men, do I like 
women to show up their 
ten. It is not a problem for 
my wife. She knows just to 
listen.’ 

Just as well, given that 
both parties appear equally 
in love with the same man.

He demonstrated his competitive 
streak last season by scoring 24 goals 
for Atletico Madrid, even though the 
team were unable to avoid relegation. 
He and his new manager are kindred 
spirits - Hasselbaink lives to score 
goals just as Vialli now exists to win 
the Premiership. 

In a dangerous repeat of the alle- 
gations which hastened his exit from 
Leeds United, unrest at Atletico was 
fuelled by a belief that the striker put 
himself above criticism levelied at 
the rest of the side. 

However, his new team-mates 
appear to have no such worries and 
the joyful way they congratulated 
him when he rammed home his 
penalty for the opening goal in the 
4-2 defeat of West Ham was signifi- 
cant. 

Hasselbaink, himself, was keen to

Even scoring goals is no guarantee 
of a place in the side, however. Tore 
Andre Flo was the club’s top-scorer 
with 19 jast season but was on the 
bench on the opening day of the sea- 
son. Chelsea have no intention of let- 
ting him go, though, 

Aston Villa offered around £12m 
for Flo but their manager, John 
Gregory, said: ‘We offered good 
money but Chelsea were just not 
interested.’ One player they were 
prepared to sell was Romania wing 
back Dan-Petrescu: 

Petrescu played more than 200 
matches for Chelsea — a club record 
for a foreigner — before falling out 
of favour with Vialli and not even 
making the bench for last season's 
FA Cup Final. 

It says much about the way he is 
regarded by the rest of the 
Premiership that Southampton and 
Middlesbrough both targeted him 
before he completed his £1m move to 
Bradford. 

Petrescu, 32, said: ‘I was very 
happy at Chelsea but it became clear 
with five or six matches to go last 
season that, for some reason, I was no 
longer wanted, 

“To play the rest of the season and 
then to miss the Cup Final was very 
disappointing for me. I had planned 
to finish my career at Chelsea.”

PSV chairman slams

V Eindhoven chairman Harry van Raaij has 
slammed as “too mad for words” Manchester 
United’s approach to Dutch striker Ruud van 

Nistelrooy. 

Van Nistelrooy has been invited to train in Manchester 
in October by United boss Alex Ferguson as the English 
champions Jook to refloat the failed transfer of the Dutch 
international. 

United had been willing to pay 18.5 million pounds 
($46.25m) for Van Nistelrooy in April but put the deal on 
ice after he failed to satisfy United doctors about his fit- 
ness following a knee 
injury. 

PSV insisted their 
player was fit, although 
Van Nistelrooy subse- 
quently broke down in 
training and threatened to 
call off the deal at the 
time. The acrimony 
resurfaced in comments 
from their chairman at 
the weekend. 

“We have Ruud under 
contract. We have paid 
for his (Knee) opera- 
tion... We are also contin- 
uing w pay his salary. [can Ruud van Nistelrooy 
hardly believe that 
Ferguson has made this offer to Ruud,” Van Raaij said. 

“If itis indeed the case then he has crossed the line of 
decency. He would be thinking he was the King of 
Football,” Van Raaij was reported to have said. 

He added he would be contacting United to establish 
what Ferguson had actually said. 

PSY spokesman Pedro Salazar-Hewitt said: “It is not 
the behaviour we expected from a club like United, nora 
trainer like % 

“If United have any ideas about Ruud’s future they 
should contact us first. The lines of communication 
between us are always very open.” 

Th comments reported by the News of the World last 
week Ferguson said United were still interested in buying 
Van Nistelrooy but declined to suggest a transfer sum. 

He said he planned to fly to the Netherlands this week 
to talk to the player.
